uncouth speech. For three centuries
barbers had it all thelr own way In
Roman elrcles. Then came the Em-
peror Hatrian. who, as Plutarch af-
firms, grew his beard to bide mome
ugly scars, and forthwith [t became the
mode. Lawrers and priests, even more
conservative in thelr observances than
other folks, continued to shave; hence.
It Is supposed, came the traditional
practice of the English bar, through
the law courts of Italy and France.—
